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Applicants note that the Examiner's particular comments regarding the reasons for 
allowance in the Notice of Allowance contains a typographical error, and instead should read 
that the reasons for allowance were originally stated in the Office Action mailed January 23, 
2004. Moreover, the statement in the Office Action mailed on January 23, 2004 does not 
accurately reflect the claim language. The statement reads as follows: 

Claim 2 differs from the prior art of record by specifically reciting that the slave medium 
and the master medium are brought into contact with each other, with liquid in an amount of 2 to 
2 mg/m intervening there between. 

However, the amount of the liquid in claim 2 is "2 to 20 mg/m ".
